Senators discussing plans to hire more aides 


WASHINGTON (AP) — At a 
time when the amou nt of feder­ 
al spending is being sharply de­ 
bated, the Senate is gingerly 
discu ssing 
whether 
to 
hire 
m ore aides to assist senators in 
their legislativ e work. 
Each senator now is alioted 
from $39 2,29 8 to $7 51,9 8 0 a y ear, 
depending on the popu lation of 
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his state, to hire clerks for his 
own office staff. 
A pending resolu tion, with 
m ore than half the senators 
listed as sponsors, wou ld create 
a new category of Senate em ­ 
ploy es. The cost estim ates of 
this proposal range from $16 
million to $41 million, plu s the 
ex pense of prov iding additional 
MONDA Y’S 


office space. 
The new personnel wou ld be 
hired by indiv idu al senators 
and cou ld be assigned only to 
assist them in the work of the 
Senate com m ittees where the 
senators serv e. The main pu sh 
for the resolu tion comes from 
ju nior senators and m em bers of 
the Repu blican minority who 


contend their lack of com mittee 
s t a f f handicaps them4 n dealing 
with legislativ e issu es. 
To hire these aides, a senator 
wou ld be allowed $6 9 .7 6 2 a y ear 
for each m ajor com m ittee he 
serv es on and $34.881 a y ear for 
each minor com m ittee of which 
he is a m em ber. 
If a senator paid his aide 


$34.881 a y ear, he cou ld hire 
two for each of his m ajor com ­ 
m ittees and one for each of his 
minor com m ittees. This is the 
salary scale on which the allot­ 
m ents are based. 
Sen. Mike Grav el, D-Alaska. 
chief sponsor of the resolu tion, 
told the Ru les Committee that 
his ability to participate m ean­ 


ingfu lly in a great many issu es 
is “seriou sly ham pered by lack 
of staff.” He said his resolu tion 
wou ld 
“pu t 
some 
eq u ality ” 
among senators in staffing and 
assist the Senate in making 
Congress an eq u al branch . 
Sen Howard W. Cannon, D- 
Nev .. head of the Ru les Com­ 
m ittee condu cting hearings on 


the issu e, said that if senators 
m ade fu ll u se of the proposed 
hiring, the annu al cost wou ld 
be arou nd $41 million. 
On this basis, and the as­ 
su mption that some senators 
wou ld not fu lly u se the allot­ 
m ents. Grav el pu t the actu al 
cost of the proposal at abou t 
$16 .2 million a y ear.

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Ford adm inistration will ask 
for $507 million to transport 
and care for m ore than 125,000 
Vietnam ese refu gees, the direc­ 
tor of the P resident’s refu gee 
program 'said today . 
At the sam e tim e, the direc­ 
tor, L. Dean Brown, su ggested 
that refu gees will be free to re ­ 
tu rn to Sou th Vietnam if they 
wish. 
Senate M ajority Leader Mike 
Mansfield said the $507 million, 
and perhaps more, will be 
need« ! if the nu m ber of refu ­ 
gees clim bs as high as 125,000. 
Mansfield, a Montana Demo­ 
crat, and Senate Repu blican 
Leader Hu gh Scott of Pennsy l­ 
v ania said they hav e receiv ed 
no great am ou nt of mail oppos­ 
ing adm ission of the refu gees. 
“I think the American mood 
is changing from the first ou t­ 
bu rst of fear and selfishness to 


a concept ot what America 
stands for and what America 
m eans,” Scott told newsmen. 
Brown told the Hou se im m i­ 
gration su bcom m ittee there are 
fou r categories of refu gees, 
starting with 55,000 Vietnamese 
brou ght ou t u nder a special 
prov ision of U.S. imm igration 
laws that wou ld hav e accom ­ 
m odated u p to 130,000. 
“They will be accepted into 
the United States u nless any 
wish to em igrate to third cou n­ 
tries or retu rn to their nativ e 
land,” Brown said. 
He said the second category 
inclu des 
6 9 ,000 
Vietnamese 
picked u p at sea by U.S. ships. 
“We propose to accept respon­ 
sibility for them ,” Brown de­ 
clared. 
The third category inv olv es 
abou t 3,000 Vietnamese and 
Cambodians who fled to other 
cou ntries, m any in U.S.-su p­ 


plied ships and planes. The 
fou rth category is an u nknown 
nu mber of diplomats arou nd 
the world. 
The U.S. planes and ships 
will be reclaim ed. Dean said, 
and the Vietnamese and Cam ­ 
bodians who u sed them to flee 
will first be req u ired to seek 
asy lu m in the cou ntries they 
went to. 
If refu sed asy lu m they will 
be asked to seek resettlem ent 
assistance from international 
organizations, Brown said; and 
if they can’t get that, they will 
be considered for im m igration 
to the United States on a case- 
by -case or class-by -class basis. 
He said most diplomats will 
be able to settle abroad, and 
those who cannot get inter­ 
national organizations to take 
responsibility for them will be 
considered for entry into the 
United States. 


Brown said 124.39 9 refu gees 
had been acou nted for by 5 
a.m . EDT today , and that pos­ 
sibly another 10.000 are still on 
ships of other cou ntries. 
He said Canada has agreed to 
take at least 3,000 of the refu ­ 
gees, and that the United States 
is working with other cou ntries 
who might might accept others. 
As Brown m ade his state­ 
m ent, congressional backers of 
aid to Indochinese refu gees re ­ 
newed their efforts for legisla­ 
tion om itting the controv ersial 
issu e 
of 
w hether 
Congress 
shou ld giv e retroactiv e approv ­ 
al to the u se of U.S. troops in 
the ev acu ation of Vietnam 
The Hou se last week rejected 
a $327 -million aid bill for the 
refu gees, partly becau se the 
bill contained after-the-fact ap­ 
prov al of U.S. troop u se for Sai­ 
gon’s ev acu ation. 
The Hou se International Re­ 


lations Committee may begin 
work this week on a new bill 
that deals only with money and 
omits the controv ersial troop- 
u se au thorization. 
Sim ilar activ ity on a new ref­ 
u gee relief bill also seem s like­ 
ly in the Senate. Sens. Jacob K. 
Jav its, R-N.Y., and Claiborne 
Pell, D-R.I., said they will in­ 
trodu ce a bill to prov ide w hat­ 
ev er fu nds are needed to help 
Vietnam ese 
and 
Cambodian 
refu gees being resettled in this 
cou ntry . 
Meanwhile, Congress is ready 
to take final action on a bill to 
protect the env ironment against 
strip-mining. 
The 
m easu re, 
sim ilar to one President Ford 
v etoed last y ear, was coming 
before the Senate today . 
The bill was ham m ered ou t 
by a Hou se-Senate conference 
com m ittee from differing v er­ 
sions passed by both cham bers 


in March. 
Sponsors say they 
ex pect 
Ford to v eto the bill again — 
despite some changes to meet 
his objections 
— bu t 
hav e 
enou gh v otes to ov erride it. 
The bill establishes minimu m 
federal standards for coal strip 
mining, req u ires fu ll reclam a­ 
tion and imposes a 35-cents-a- 
ton tax on coal to clean u p past 
strip-mining ex cav ations. 
Ford v etoed the 19 74 bill on 
the grou nds it wou ld increase 
coal and electricity rates and 
hu rt U.S. energy self-su fficien­ 
cy 
Congress is also ex pected this 
week to attem pt to ov erride the 
farm bill v etoed by President 
Ford, bu t sponsors of the m eas­ 
u re are conceding they don't 
ex pect su ccess. The bill wou ld 
raise federal su pports for m a­ 
jor farm produ cts. Ford v etoed 
it as too costly .

Troop withdrawal 
from Thailand 
to get under way

The United States will re ­ 
mov e m ore than one-q u arter of 
its troops stationed in Thailand 
in the nex t two months, taking 
its first m ajor step toward total 
withdrawal from its last m ili­ 
tary foothold in Sou theast Asia, 
it was annou nced today . 
The 
annou ncement, 
m ade 
jointly by the Thai and U.S. 
gov ernm ents, said the au thor­ 
ized troop strength of 27,000 
wou ld be cu t 28 per cent to 
19 ,500 The annou ncement did 
not say how many of the 350 
U.S. m ilitary planes rem aining 
from the arm ada that bombed 
Cambodia and North and Sou th 
Vietnam will be allowed to re ­ 
main. 
Howev er, Thai Foreign Minis­ 
ter Chatichai Choonhav an said 
for the tim e being his cou ntry 
will hold on to 130 Sou th Viet­ 
nam ese Air Force planes that 
were flown there by refu gees 
They are claim ed by both the 
new Sa>gon regim e and the 
United States, which gav e them 
to the form er Saigion gov ern­ 
ment. 
He said there has been no 
contact so far between U.S. of­ 
ficials and the Thai gov ernment 
abou t the planes and the nex t 
step is to hold talks. Chatichai 


also said his gov ernment is 
ready to open diplomatic rela­ 
tions with North Vietnam 
Saigon radio, monitored in 
Bangkok, today carried the 
first word of release of persons 
imprisoned by the old Sou th 
Vietnamese regime. It broad­ 
cast an inv itation by the new 
regim e for newly freed political 
prisoners and their families to 
meet at a pagoda and help plan 
a welcome home ceremony for 
people retu rning from Con Son 
prison island. 
Commu nist broadcasts in the 
past hav e claim ed the Ngu y en 
Van Thieu gov ernment held 
tens of thou sands of political 
prisoners, bu t the Thieu gov ­ 
ernm ent claim ed it held only 
crim inals and Commu nists 
The East G erm an Commu nist 
party 
new spaper 
Neu es 
Deu tschland reported from Sai­ 
gon that thou sands of officers 
and men of the form er Sou th 
Vietnamese nav y tu rned ov er 
their 
ships 
and 
eq u ipment 
Thu rsday and Friday . 
The joint U .S .-Thai annou nce­ 
ment on troop remov al spoke of 
total withdrawal by y ear’s end 
Bu t the Thai foreign minister 
said realistically he hoped this 
cou ld be accomplished before 
nex t M arch.

Social Security deficit 
exceeds expectations 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Both 
short-range and long-range So­ 
cial Secu rity deficits are ex ­ 
pected to be higher than pre­ 
v iou sly projected, according to 
a report sent to Congress on 
Monday . 
Tru stees of the fou r Social 
Secu rity tru st fu nds said that 
the big Old Age, Su rv iv ors and 
Disability Insu rance program 
will for the first time this y ear 
pay ou t more than it will col­ 
lect in pay roll tax es The defi 
cit for the y ear is ex pected to 


total abou t $3 billion. 
Under 
cu rrent 
financing 
tru stees said, the reserv es will 
be ex hau sted by 19 81. 
Projecting 75 y ears into the 
fu tu re, the tru stees said the av ­ 
erage annu al deficit is ex pected 
to be abou t 5 3 per cent The 
tru stees’ report last y ear proj­ 
ected an av erage annu al deficit 
of 3 per cent ov er the nex t 75 
y ears. 
The 
short-term 
financing 
problems, the report said, are 
created by higher than antici­ 


pated inflation, boosting Social 
Secu rity benefits, and higher 
u nemploy ment which resu lts in 
less pay roll tax income 
The long range deficit, the re ­ 
port said, resu lts from an an 
ticipated lower birth rate The 
tru stees said that the fu tu re 
work force is ex pected to resu lt 
in a ratio of abou t 100 workers 
for ev ery 50 Social Secu rity 
beneficiaries by the y ear 2030 
The cu rrent ratio is 100 work 
ers for ev ery 30 beneficiaries 
Social Secu rity Commissioner

Jam es B. Cardwell said the 
new projections are “cau se for 
concern bu t not alarm ” 
He said the tru st fu nds, while 
nev er tapped before, were in­ 
tended to serv e in an economic

The reserv es shou ld he drawn 
down ov er the nex t sev eral 
y ears withou t any increases be­ 
y ond those already established 
by law in the Social Secu rity

Simon say s the u nemploy ment 
rate, now at 8 .9 per cent, has 
reached “approx im ately " its

Simon also said he was heart­ 
ened by the April jobless fig 
u res released last week be­ 
cau se althou gh u nemploy ment 
increased 0.2 per cent, the size 
of the total labor force also 
rose. 
Speaking Su nday on the CBS 
program “ Face the Nation,” Si­ 
mon also predicted a drop in oil 
prices by the end of the decade. 
Referring to the oil ex porting 
cou ntries, Simon said “their 
proportion of the world's prov ­ 
en 
reserv es 
will 
decline, 
cou pled with their internal de­ 
mands for fu nds to indu strialize 
and div ersify and all of the 
needs in their v ariou s econo­ 
mies 
“ It ’s going to pu t pressu re on 
the prices and I think we are 
going to see a lower price of oil 
and I hav e no idea at what 
lev el becau se no one can fore­ 
cast that either - before the 
end of this decade ” 
Meanwhile, there were these 
economic dev elopments: 
The International Monetary 
Fu nd reported that the world’s 
indu strialized nations hav e re ­ 
gained most of the m onetary 
reserv es they had lost since the 
fou rfold increase in the price of 
world oil 
The dev elopment appeared to 
end fears, at least tem porarily , 
that oil importing nations wou ld 
be bankru pted by the high cost 
of oil imports 
Sev eral oil ex porting nations, 
inclu ding Iran, Algeria and In­ 
donesia, hav e ex perienced a de­ 
cline in their reserv es in recent 
months, the IMF said. How­ 
ev er, the largest oil ex porter, 
Sau di 
Arabia, 
rem ains 
the 
third ranking nation in term s of 
total financial reserv es 
l^irge borrowings by indu stri­ 
alized nations, the large flow of 
fu nds from oil produ cing na­ 
tions and an improv ed balance 
of pay m ents position of some 
nations apart from the flows of 


borrowed money are some fac­ 
tors that led to the increase in 
reserv es, the IMF said.

The first Vietnamese refu gee 
family processed throu gh Ft. 
Chaffee, Ark., left the base for 
a new home In Sorrento, Fla., 
Su nday night. The family of 
fiv e will liv e with a relativ e 
there. Two Vietnam ese women 
who had worked for the U.S 
Em bassy in Saigon also left the 
base for Oklahoma City , where 
retired Brig. Gen. Cly de Watts 
has offered sponsorship, offi­ 
cials said. 
By tonight, 84 other refu gees 
were schedu led to be released, 


all of them with relativ es or 
sponsors and jobs lined u p, said 
Maj. Arne Anderson. More new 
arriv als are ex pected later this 
week at 
the northwest 
Ar­ 
kansas installation that can ac­ 
com m odate 
10,282 ev acu ees, 
Anderson said. 
There are cu rrently 1.6 82 ref­ 
u gees at Ft. Chaffee, most of 
them flown in from Gu am, he 
said.

smoothly . Things are v ery well 
coordinated.” 


The first wav e of 373 refu gees

Tax cut boos ts inflation 


If the senators and representa­ 
tiv es wou ld stop spend ing more 
money than they take in, a tax re­ 
d u ction wou ld be wond erfu l. 
When they keep on spend ing more 
money and cu t tax es it increases 
inflation, which is the worst tax of 
all.

will find ou t later. 
Tax ation and inflation cost the 
av erage home approx im ately 
$9,000 per y ear. 


Commu nist Salv ad or Allend e 
of Chile, before he was killed 
owed the United States abou t $3 
billion. Throu gh a secret d eal in 
Paris, y ou r State Department in­ 
formed Allend e’s gov ernm ent 
they d id not hav e to pay u ntil 1974. 
They cou ld then hav e six more 
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y ears to pay . 
Why is that y ou r gov ernment 
is alway s bailing ou t the commu ­ 
nists from their trou bles?

Period of rugged indiv idualis m

While the 19th Centu ry was a pe­ 
riod of ru gged u nrestrained ind iv id ­ 
u alism, almost ev ery other featu re 
of the Robber Baron my th is false. 
Far from being a period in which the 
poor were being grou nd u nd er the 
heels of the rich, ex ploited u nmerci­ 
fu lly and the like, there is probably 
no period in hu man history in this or 
any other cou ntry in which the or­ 
d inary simple man had as large an 
increase in his stand ard of life as in 
the period between the Civ il War and 
the First World War, the period 
when 
u nrestrained 
ind iv id u alism 
was at its most ru gged . The ev i­ 
d ence of this is to be fou nd in the sta­ 
tistics that economists hav e con- 
tru cted of what was happening to 
national income, bu t it is d ocu ment­ 
ed in a mu ch more d ramatic way by 
the fact that probably half of the 
people in this room and may be more 
are d escend ants of people who were 
led to come to the United States d u r­ 
ing that period . That was a period 
when we had completely u nrestrict­ 
ed immigration. There was no limit 


and any bod y cou ld come to these 
shores. It was a period when the 
motto on the Statu e of Liberty had 
some real meaning. Then y ou r par­ 
ents and my parents, or y ou r grand ­ 
parents came to this cou ntry be­ 
cau se it was a cou ntry of hope and of 
promise for themselv es and their 
child ren. Immigration reached a 
peak of a million persons a y ear in 
1906-7-8 , in a popu lation less than 
half the present size. By 1914 rou ghly 
a third of the popu lation of the Unit­ 
ed States was foreign born or the im­ 
med iate d escend ant of a foreign 
born. 
Did people come to this cou ntry 
to be grou nd u nd er the heels of mer­ 
ciless capitalists? Did they come to 
this cou ntry to make their own con­ 
d itions worse? There is no more d ra­ 
matic way in which people can v ote 
than with their feet. The fact is that 
it was East Germany that had to 
bu ild a wall to keep people from go­ 
ing from East Germany to West 
Germany is d ramatic ev id ence in 
which cou ntry the cond itions of life 
were better. In the same way , the 
fact that y ear after y ear hu nd red s of 
thou sand s of people left the cou n­ 
tries of Eu rope to come to this cou n­ 
try and to make their home here, 
was d ramatic ev id ence that they 
were coming here to improv e their 
lot and not to worsen it. Far more ef­ 
fectiv e ev id ence, I believ e, than any 


set of statistics on per capita real in­ 
come which show that real income 
went u p d ecad e after d ecad e at a 
rate of abou t 2, 2^^, 3 per cent per 
y ear. They came here with empty 
hand s. They came here from the 
most d epriv ed grou ps in the old 
world , from Czechoslov akia, from 
Ciermany , from Italy . Wherev er y ou 
name it, it was the poor and the mis­ 
erable who flocked here and they 
fou nd here a home and the opportu n­ 
ity to improv e their lot. And they 
fou nd it not d espite ru gged ind iv id u ­ 
alism bu t becau se of ru gged ind iv id ­ 
u alism. It was the ru gged ind iv id u ­ 
alism that ind u ced the d ev elopments 
in ind u stry , in trad e, that offered op­ 
portu nities for people. 
Of cou rse, ou r cond ition is far 
better than theirs. In an absolu te 
sense their lev el of liv ing was low. 
Bu t we mu st compare their lev el of 
liv ing not to ou rs bu t to the lev el of 
liv ing they left in Eu rope. We stand 
on their shou ld ers. We are able to 
liv e as well as we d o becau se of their 
achiev ements and their accomplish­ 
ments, becau se of what happened 
d u ring that period of the 19th Cen­ 
tu ry . I mu st say , it seems to me d is- 
cracefu l for so many people to d eni­ 
grate the ex perience of their par­ 
ents, when that ex perience has 
mad e it possible for them to liv e in a 
free society at their present high 
lev el.

A light s ide of the news 


Giv e the people light and they 
will not only find their way , as the 
familiar Scripps-Howard motto has 
it, they will be safer, the cou ntry will 
sav e energy and it will be gotid for 
bu siness to boot. 
We’re speaking of light on the na­ 
tion’s streets and highway s, which 
for a time d u ring the height of the 
Arab oil embargo seiemed fated to go 
the way of Christmas d ecoration and 
7 2-d egree thermostat settings. 


Many conserv ation-mind ed peo­ 
ple, in any ev ent, pointed to “u nnec­ 
essary ” street lighting as an ex am­ 
ple of the cou ntry ’s misu se of its lim­ 
ited energy su pplies. 
Bu t those commu nities that d id 
begin tu rning off their lights when 
the energy crisis su d d enly broke 
u pon them are hav ing second 
thou ghts, say s American City maga­ 


zine. They fou nd that it cost them 
more in the long ru n in higher crime 
rates, red u ced bu siness activ ity and 
more sev ere accid ents. 
On the other hand , cities that are 
switching to improv ed lighting, es­ 
pecially brighter, more efficient so­ 
d iu m lamps, are ex periencing ju st 
the rev erse. In fact, the Fed eral En­ 
ergy Commission is u rging commu ­ 
nities to u pgrad e, not ex tingu ish, 
their lighting sy stems. 


For ex ample. New York City ’s 
program to install 8 6,000 new sod iu m 
lights throu ghou t its fiv e borou ghs is 
ex pected to prov id e almost 5 0 per 
cent more light to help red u ce street 
crime and y et sav e more than a mil­ 
lion gallons of oil annu ally . 
Ev en a small city like Salem, 
Ore., is netting a 42 per cent increase 
in lighting lev els and a 42 per cent 


cu t in energy u sed , say s the maga­ 
zine. 
Accord ing to the Street and High­ 
way Safety Lighting Bu reau , an or­ 
ganization that compiles statistics 
on pu blic lighting, stores in Ev ans­ 
v ille, Ind ., record ed a 21 per cent in­ 
crease in sales after a weU-lighted 
d owntown walkway was opened . 
Downtown bu siness activ ity in 
Baton Rou ge, La., increased more 
than 25 per cent after relighting. 
In .Plainfield , N.J., with the in­ 
stallation of new d owntown street 
lights, bu rglaries were nearly halv ed 
and robberies d ropped more than 65 
per cent compared to prev iou s 
y ears. 
Despite the obv iou s benefits, say s 
the bu reau , fewer than 100 of the na­ 
tion’s 18 ,000 incorporated towns and 
cities are consid ered to hav e ad e­ 
q u ate lighting.

T h e nation's mo o d

The guns are silent and few 
are sorry for that. 
But to a nation accustomed to 
celebrating peace with ticker 
tape, the war in Vietnam end­ 
ed, in the minds of many 
Am ericans, 
only 
in 
dis­ 
illusionment , frustration, anger, 
confusion. 
“ A senseless tragedy,” said 
Constance Gordon, a Chicago li­ 
brarian, interviewed 
after 
church services. ‘‘More than 
55,000 killed and hundreds of 
thousands wounded — what do 
you say to that? Senseless 
tragedy is the only way to put i 
it.” 
“ I breathed a sigh of relief 
when it was finally over,” said 
Richard Scott, a 33-year-old 
telephone company executive 
from Omaha. ‘‘But it was a sad 
sigh. Even with the kind of ef­ 
fort we gave, it was all really 
to no avail.” 
Those were the fundamental 
feelings of scores of their coun­ 
trymen questioned at random 
by The Associated Press at 
their jobs 
and 
homes 
and 
churches in cities and towns 
and villages across the land. 
Some, utterly drained by the 
12-year Indochina experience, 
were too benumbed even to fol­ 
low closely the daily accounts 
of the fall of Saigon; a Vietnam 
veteran in Philadelphia, pre­ 
occupied with his own problem 
of unemployment, 
was 
not 
aware a day later that the war 
had ended. 
Others, as if reflecting the 
promise of spring after winter’s 
rains and ruins, preferred to 
look not behind but ahead with 
hope. 
‘‘It is time that as a country 
we begin anew, that our centen­ 
nial and the end of our in­ 
volvement in Southeast Asia 
may offer us an opportunity to 
recapture the ideals upon which 
our country was founded 
said The Rev. William Pegg in 
a Sunday sermon at the Ontario 
Street Methodist Church in Buf­ 
falo, N Y . 
Edgar 
Crossman, 
a 
New 
York stockbroker, had been a 
staunch supporter of that in­ 
volvement. ‘‘But I ’m past feel­ 
ing defeated,” he said. 
“ I 
would rather look to the fu­ 
ture.” 
The underlying national mood 
— dejection tempered by op­ 
timism — had, however, a 
number of shadings. 
To those 
whom the 
war 
touched personally the end was 
especially cruel. Mrs. Howard 
Donald of Tamaqua, Pa., lost a 
son. He was 19. ‘‘He thought he 
was doing the right thing and 
was there for the right pur­ 
pose,” she said. “ Now it’s all 
gone down the drain and it 
hurts. What did he die for?” 
Joe Funn, a Wheeling. W.Va., 
banker, also lost a son, but his 
frustration was of a different 
sort. 
“ Yes, I ’m disillusioned, but 
not bitter,” he said. “ My wife 
and I are disillusioned with the 
government officials who would 
not allow the m ilitary to win 
the war. That is the tragedy of 
Vietnam.” 
Unlike 
Funn, 
some 
who 
shared his view still harbored 
bitterness. 
“ In my opinion, with our fail­ 
ure to win, we dealt a death 
blow to the democratic way of 
life,” said Richmond, Va., City 
Councilman Nathan J. Forb, a 
lumberman. “ It was the sad­ 
dest day of my life when it 
sank in that we had lost the 
war in Vietnam.” 
Azhariah Jennings, a 52-year- 
old father of three, from Peabo­ 
dy, Mass , said he was a hawk 
during the war and his feelings 
haven’t changed. “ What we’ve 
done is taken the easy way out. 
Vietnam represents a lack of 
will, and it doesn’t portend well 
for the future.” 
An Air Force veteran in Spo

kane, Wash.: “ We should have 
blown Hanoi off the map five 
years ago.” 
A Dallas housewife: 
“ We 
made idiots of ourselves.” 
Curiously, or perhaps not so 
curiously, persons now claim ­ 
ing to have been opposed to the 
war all along seemed far in ex­ 
cess of the numbers who ac­ 
tively opposed it during its 
progress. 
“ We never should have been 
there in the first place,” was a 
line tirelessly repeated. When 
M.A. Duvernay said it, how­ 
ever, he seemed utterly believ­ 
able. 


“ We never knew the politics 
of the w ar,” said Duvernay, a 
portly, 54-year-old New Orleans 
postman. “ We were like the 
British in the American Revolu­ 
tion, out there fighting a war 
we didn’t like or understand, 
getting shot by people in the 
woods.” 
Those who did participate in 
antiwar demonstrations were, 
by and large, not inclined to­ 
ward smugness. 
Marriner Eccles, a Salt Lake 
City banker, said he was one of 
the first businessmen in his 
county 
to 
oppose 
the 
war 
strongly a decade ago. Now 


that it is over, he politely de­ 
clines to comment. 
At Southern Illinois Univer­ 
sity in Carbondale, once the 
scene of antiwar protest, the 
campus mood was almost som­ 
ber. the only thing he really 
noticed, said University Presi­ 
dent Warren W. Brandt, was a 
spontaneous “ reaching out to 
help the 40 Vietnamese students 
on campus who may have fam i­ 
lies trapped in Vietnam.” 
Reaching out to help Viet­ 
namese refugees was, in the 
nation as a whole, another mat­ 
ter. 
A 
priest 
from 
the 
Arch­ 


diocese of Hartford, Conn., 
gave eight radio and TV ser­ 
mons during the weekend on 
“ What would Christ to do today 
with the Vietnamese refugees.” 
and a $36,000-a-year Dallas ex­ 
ecutive, himself a Cuban refu­ 
gee, had no misgivings about 
the welcome he would give 
them. 
Others, however, usually cit­ 
ing the current economic down­ 
turn, weren’t so sure. 
“ I don’t think children in 
America should be hungry,” 
said William M. Galloway, a 
Hyattsville, Md., filling station 
manager whose view represent­ 


ed a sizeable minority. “ If you 
can raise the money for refu- 
gees, 
you 
should 
feed 
the 
people here.”

Ad d ing to th e m ess, wh ich is 
a jtrue d escrip tion of th e p er­ 
sonal affairs of some ex ecu­ 
tiv es, is th e increasing com- 
p ljBx ity of financial life tod ay , 
p articularly in regard to tax 
laws. 
Ten y ears ago some insur­ 
ance com p anies entertained th e 
notion th at ind iv id ual agents 
CQuld be trained so broad ly as 
to enable th em to p rov id e a d ­ 
v ice on th e broad sp ectrum of 
financial need s. Th at attem p t 
seem s to h av e failed . 
Now th e role of financial ad ­ 
v iser is consid ered a team ef­ 
fort. About sev en or eigh t y ears 
ago th e F irst National City 
Bank, U.S. Trust Co., and th e 
Aims Group , later absorbed by 
Aetna Life & Casualty , led th e 
way . 
Oth er

banks now are h igh ly activ e in 
tl\e growing ind ustry , p articu­ 
larly W ells-Fargo and Continen­ 
tal Illinois National Bank, and 
m ore are p lanning to m ake th e 
nrov e. 
Wh ile th e new ad v isers h av e 
learned to solv e th e m y riad 
p ioblem s inv olv ed by h iring ex ­ 
p erts in ind iv id ual areas of fi­ 
nancial knowled ge instead of 
seieking an all-in-one genius, 
th p y rem ained faced with p rob­ 
lem s. 
Alost baffling of th em was 
h d w to obtain th e ex ecutiv e’s 
coop eration.

o ^ , m any ex ecutiv es failed to 
keep th eir h igh -p aid ad v isers 
informed . 
D av id Blanch ard , wh o m an­ 
ages th e Personal Resources 
M anagem ent Group at Donald ­ 
son, Lufkin & Jenrette, a h old ­ 
ing com p any , fough t th e situ­ 
ation with all th e financial 
brain p ower at h is com m and . It 
was futile, ev en th ough Blan­ 
ch ard is consid ered one of th e 
better inform ed financial a d ­ 
v isers. 
‘At a tim e like th is one re ­ 
treats to th e basics, such as 
one’s und erstand ing of h um an 
nature, in search of an answ er. 
Like so m any oth ers, Blan­ 
ch ard noted , ex ecutiv es tend to 
d rop all th eir im p ortant finan­ 
cial d ocum ents into one file, 
d esk or bureau d raw er. Often 
it's th e bottom d raw er. 
With th e inform ation con­ 
tained in such a rep ository , h e 
r^ so n e d , h e could reconstruct 
an ex ecutiv e’s financial situ- 


ation and bring ord er to a con­ 
d ition in wh ich ch aos reigned . 
Recognizing h e would h av e to 
coop erate, Blanch ard d ev ised a

MABEL— A 
good 
trick is to add a tablespoon of 
household ammon ia to the fin al 
rin se water to make a blan ket 
really fluffy an d soft. 
Do n ot let a wool blan ket be­ 
come completely dry before re­ 
mov in g from the dry er or the 
lin e. The slight dampn ess will 
allow for stretchin g to shape. 
Then brush both sides with a 
stiff brush to fluff it up. If dry ­ 
in g a blan ket outdoors on paral­ 
lel lin es take hold of the corn ers 
an d shake it sev eral times dur­ 
in g the dry in g period. Nev er 
han g blan ket outdoors when the 
weather is too cold. This will 
stiffen the fibers. Also n ev er 
put it in the hot sun .—POLLY

Affection 
training 
pays off 


DES MOINES, Iowa (AP) - 
A Des Moines Zoo attendant 
slipped on the ice and his arm 
went through the bars of a ti­ 
ger cage. 
The cat pounced and the man 
shouted the command: 
“ No 
bite.” the tiger let loose. 
Another time, a cargo attend­ 
ant opened a hatch on a com­ 
mercial airplane at the Des 
Moines airport and found him­ 
self facing another zoo 
in­ 
habitant, an uncaged jaguar 
which had been on television in 
Chicago. 


The attendant slammed the 
hatch and summoned zoo direc­ 
tor Bob Elgin. 
“ I went in there after her 
and she was just delighted to 
see me,” Elgin says. 
Elgin put a leash on the jag­ 
uar, then “walked her into the 
administration building where 
she settled down in a comfort­ 
able corner to wait for the zoo’s 
station wagon.” 


Those two instances of no in­ 
jury 
were 
accomplished 
through what Elgin calls “ af­ 
fection training” — love and 
patience rather than whip and 
pistol. 
“ We’re the only zoo in the 
country that affection trains ail 
of its animals,” he says. This 
includes birds of prey, preda­ 
tory animals and the big cat 
tamiiy. 
The animals can be affection 
trained, Elgin says, “ because 
we’re not a large zoo. We can 
give the animals the individual 
attention they need. Our basic 
philosphy is that animals are 
human, too. 
“The cats are not declawed, 
and they have all their essen­ 
tial dental equipment,’ says E l­ 
gin, 54. 
“ Affection training takes a 
great deal longer than hand- 
raising them. It takes some in­ 
sights into animal behavior. 
For example, the cats are 
taught not to bite hard, so they 
aren’t frustrated if they aren’t 
allowed to bite at all. They are 
taught never to use their claws 
aggressively. 
‘‘To 
get 
an 
utterly 
trustworthy cat takes six or 
seven months of intensive train­ 
ing. We take them into the 
home and they are part of the 
family, but this is done under 
carefully controlled condi­ 
tions.” 
Elgin says affection rewards 
the animals. ‘They eat more, 
grow bigger, they’re healthier 
and easier to treat medically. 
They’re more at ease in mating 
and giving birth, and they’re 
utterly relaxed when close to 
humans.”

The Doc tor s a y s :

D EAR DR. LAM B— Recent­ 
ly I lost my only son with a se­ 
vere stroke. He was 50 years 
old. He had triglycerides in his 
blood. 
Will you please explain this 
for me and what is the treat­ 
ment and diet for it. Also, is it 
inherited? He has three chil­ 
dren. Should they have their 
blood tested for it? 
D EA R REA D ER— It is al­ 
ways a shock to lose a son real­ 
ly in the prime of life. T hat is 
the nature of both heart attacks 
and strokes. 
Both are usually caused by 
the same thing, atherosclero­ 
sis, which is the accumulation 
of fatty-cholesterol deposits in 
the wall of the arteries. T he dis­ 
ease affects arteries through­ 
out the body. When the arteries 
to the brain are involved it 
causes a stroke, and when the 
arteries to the heart are dis­ 
eased it causes a heart attack. 
T riglyceride is just a chemi­ 
cal name for fat. You son’s doc­ 
tor was telling you that he had 
an excess of fatty particles in 
his blood. T his is often associat­ 
ed with an increased amount of 
fatty cholesterol deposits in the 
arteries. 
Often when the main chemis­ 
try change is too much fat in the 
blood the condition is related to 
mild, moderate or not so mod­ 
erate obesity. Weight control 
may help a great deal. When 
the cholesterol, as well as the 
fat level, is also elevated, there 


may be an inherited tendency. 
If there is a fairly strong family 
history of early heart attacks or 
strokes it is a good idea to test 
the children. 
All of these conditions can be 
helped or even prevented by 
proper diet programs. T his 
means avoiding obesity and 
staying on a moderately low- 
fat, low-cholesterol diet. 
Even if the children are not 
tested or have normal blood fat 
and cholesterol levels now, it is 
a good idea for them to develop 
good eating habits when they 
are young. You can cultivate 
healthy eating habits during 
youth that will provide better 
health for a lifetime. 
T here is nothing wrong with 
starting children on a moder­ 
ately low-fat, low-cholesterol 
diet. After all, most of our 
healthy ancestors lived on a 
diet much lower in fat and calo­ 
ries from the cradle to a ripe 
old age than we are accustomed 
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to. ' 
We talk a lot about heart at­ 
tacks, but the statistics on 
strokes are nearly as bad. Each 
year nearly a half million peo­ 
ple in the United States develop 
a stroke. 
In our industrial society, 
strokes, changes in personality, 
and other signs of disease of the 
arteries to the brain are so 
common that almost everyone 
has a near relative or close 
friend who has had this condi­ 
tion. Much can be done to pre­ 
vent or delay many of these 
problems.

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Scramble begins with job pros pects 
for college grads rated os dis mal

prospects 
for 
this 
spring’s newest crop of college 
graduates are dismal. 
Desperate 
students 
are 
queueing up for cracks at what­ 
ever is available, a campus 
phenomenon that is making col­ 
lege placement officials work 
harder and longer. 
Paul Ginsburg, dean of stu­ 
dents at the University of Wis­ 
consin, says it’s not unusual for 
70 students to be waiting in line 
each day to discuss job possi­ 
bilities. 
Charles Sunberg, placement 
director at UCLA, says, “ 1 
really don’t know what adjec­ 
tive to use to describe the situ­ 
ation. Bad? Worse? It’s the 
worst

in

years.” 
Only for engineers, accoun­ 
tants and mathematics and sci­ 
ence teachers is the employ­ 
ment outlook bright. But even 
in these areas, the number of 
job choices is considerably few­ 
er than earlier anticipated. 
T he College Placement Coun­ 
cil, which is headquartered in 
Bethlehem, Pa., and compiles 
job offers received by 156 col­ 
leges and universities around 
the nation, says: 
“ Slim pickings for just about 
everybody but engineering can-

didates, and possibly account­ 
ing 
majors. 
Now, 
midway 
through the season, cutbacks 
appear to have hit engineering 
as well.” 
Doug Nichols, placement di­ 
rector at Shippensburg, Pa., 
State College, says, “T he cliche 
that a college education guar­ 
antees you a job is no longer 
true.” 
Jerry Richardson, assistant 
director of career planning at 
Ohio’s Bowling Green State 
University, blames the reces­ 
sion 
for 
the 
reduction 
in 
campus recruiting. 
” A lot of companies are not 
quite sure what the economic 
picture is and are interviewing 
a little later than they used to,” 
Richardson says. ” A lot of 
them aren’t going to make any 
offers until Ju ly.” 
Some college seniors, faced 
with the dwindling job market 
further glutted by experienced 
iaidoff workers, are making 
commitments to seek graduate 
and doctorate degrees. 
A placement spokesman for 


Georgia Southern College says 
“ many graduates try to expand 
with a masters degree to give 
themselves more saleability.” 
But UCLA’s Sundberg sharp­ 
ly disagrees. 
“ Going to graduate school 
just because you can’t find a 
job is the wrong thing to do,” 
he said. “ T hat’s not why a per­ 
son should continue his educa­ 
tion.” 
Richardson also claims con­ 
tinuing school just compounds 
the problem. 
“ If you can’t get a iob with a 
bachelor’s degree, you can’t get 
a job with a second degree, be­ 
cause many companies can’t 
afford that second degree.” 
Richardson says. 
He says that liberal arts 
grads, more than anyone else, 
are going to have great job 
hunting difficulties unless they 
have career goals and change 
tactics. 
Nichols tells students they’ve 
got to do a lot more than ever 
before — be more mobile, more 
flexible and able to identify the
